Changes 

1. This Change Transmittal issues changes to 12 FAM 270. 12 FAM 275 
was added to this subchapter to clarify individual employee and 
contractor responsibilities to report intended marriage to or cohabitation 
with foreign nationals. This section was previously marked unassigned. 
Because of the amount of new material, changes in this subchapter do 
not appear in italics and dark magenta. 

2. Change Transmittal has replaced the term, Transmittal Letter. Change 
Transmittal was selected as being more appropriate in this age of 
electronic information transmission. The FAM volume's Change 
Transmittal acronym and numerical series remains in place. 

3. Officers are reminded that Department-issued materials not codified in 
the Foreign Affairs Manual or its supplemental Foreign Affairs Handbook 
series generally have no regulatory validity (see 2 FAM 1115.2).

1. Remove the old 12 FAM 270 (CT:DS-143; 02-12-2009, 6 pages) and 
insert 12 FAM 270 (CT:DS-145; 04-07-2009; 16 pages). 

2. After inserting the material in the binder, insert this change transmittal 
letter immediately following the CT Checklist; then fill in the entry line 
for CT:DS-145, and initial.
